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SCHOOL  ACQUIRES  LARGE  PROPERTY; 
NEW  DORMITORY  HOUSES  SIX  BOYS 


During  the  summer,  negotiations  were  com- 
pleted with  the  trustees  of  the  Noyes  Farm 
for  the  purchase  by  the  school  of  a  group  of 
farm  buildings  and  about  36  acres  of  land 
located  on  the  old  Thurlow  Bridge  Road  about 
300  yards  northwest  of  the  Mansion  House. 
The  purchase  was  made  possible  by  a  large 
gift  to  the  school  for  this  purpose. 

The  buildings  acquired  include  two  frame 
dwellings,  a  garage,  and  three  barns,  and  one 
of  the  houses  was  completely  remodeled  be- 
fore school  opened  to  provide  a  new  dormi- 
tory, which  has  been  named  the  Cottage.  The 
dormitory  contains  rooms  for  six  boys  and  an 
apartment  for  Mr.  Dunning  and  his  family. 

Meadowlands  For  Athletic  Fields 

The  meadowland  surrounding  the  buildings 
can  be  eventually  developed  to  supply  addi- 
tional athletic  field  space,  and  at  the  present 
time  plans  have  been  completed  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  football  field.  A  contract  for 
this  work  is  to  be  let  soon.  This  field  will 
probably  be  used  for  soccer  in  the  fall  and 
lacrosse  in  the  spring.  Engineers  have  already 
completed  the  work  of  surveying,  and  of  plan- 
ning the  drainage  and  grading. 

Field  Named  After  George  Whipple,  74 

In  honor  of  Mr.  George  N.  Whipple  of 
Manchester  and  Boston,  a  graduate  of  the 
Academy  in  the  class  of  1874  and  one  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Noyes  Farm,  the  athletic  de- 
velopment has  been  named  Whipple  Field. 

Machine  Shop  To  Be  Constructed 

Headmaster  Eames  has  outlined  in  evening 
meeting  a  plan  for  constructing  a  machine 
shop  in  one  of  the  buildings  on  the  property. 
This  shop,  which  will  be  under  the  direction 
of  an  experienced  instructor  of  mechanics,  will 
be  available  to  the  boys  in  the  school  who 
have  an  interest  in  working  out  mechanical 
projects  in  the  fields  of  their  various  hobbies. 

The  Noyes  farmland  has  a  history  which 
extends  back  to  early  Colonial  days  when  the 
land  was  first  bought  from  the  Indians.  Parts 
of  the  land  which  will  be  used  for  athletic 
fields  bear  such  old  names  as  Hale  Field,  Flat 
Pasture,  and  the  Dere  Land. 


MANY  IMPROVEMENTS  MADE  ON 

CAMPUS  IN  SUMMER  VACATION 


A  brick  addition  was  built  on  the  west  end 
of  the  Lang  Gymnasium  during  the  summer 
to  house  a  fireproof  movie  projection  booth. 
Replacing  the  inside  booth  previously  used, 
this  equipment  eliminates  the  short  breaks  in 
the  film  which  used  to  be  necessary.  An  im- 
provement in  the  sound  apparatus  gives  an 
improved  sound  effect. 

The  addition  to  the  gymnasium  has  been  so 
skillfully  executed  by  the  school  architect,  Mr. 
Walter  H.  Kilham,  that  the  changed  appear- 
ance of  the  gymnasium  is  an  attractive  one. 

Landscaping  Improves  Campus  Appearance 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Eric  Streiff, 
landscape  gardener,  trees  and  shrubbery  have 
been  planted  around  many  of  the  buildings. 
The  large  pine  trees  on  the  campus  between 
the  New  Building  and  Peirce  Hall  have  been 
trimmed  and  thinned  out. 

A  terrace  of  Vermont  flagstone  has  been 
made  on  the  south  side  of  Commons.  A  new 
lawn  has  been  constructed  in  front  of  Perkins, 
and  a  new  driveway  has  been  constructed  be- 
hind the  dormitory  to  replace  the  one  which 
formerly  crossed  the  lawn. 

A  number  of  forty-foot  elm  trees  have  been 
planted  at  various  points  on  the  campus. 

School's  Water  Supply  Increased 

To  increase  the  volume  and  pressure  of  the 
school's  water  supply  a  new  well  was  opened 
and  joined  to  the  main  supply.  Larger  water 
pipes  were  laid  across  the  campus  from  Com- 
mons to  Peirce  Hall  and  from  Commons  to 
Perkins. 

Dr.  Arthur  W.  Ewell  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees planned  these  improvements,  and  the 
work  was  carried  out  by  Mr.  William  Dum- 
mer  of  the  class  of  1902. 

A  post  office  has  been  added  to  the  school 
store  in  the  little  red  schoolhouse,  equipped 
with  200  combination  lock  mail  boxes  and  a 
stamp  window. 

The  purchase  of  a  large  oriental  rug  for  the 
New  Building  was  made  possible  by  a  gift 
from  Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips,  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.

NEW  DORMITORY  MAKES  POSSIBLE 
LARGE  ENROLLMENT  OF  137  BOYS 


A  total  enrollment  of  137  students  con- 
stitutes the  largest  student  body  the  school 
has  ever  had.  A  new  dormitory,  "the  Cottage, 
has  made  possible  121  boarding  students.  Six- 
teen day  students  come  from  nine  nearby 
towns. 

The  boarding  department  of  121  boys  in- 
clude representatives  of  twenty-one  states  and 
three  foreign  countries.  Nearly  two-thirds  of 
the  boarding  boys  come  from  homes  outside  of 
Massachusetts. 

The  following  states  are  represented:  New 
York  22,  Maine  10,  Illinois  9,  New  Jersev  9, 
Connecticut  4,  Pennsylvania  3,  Ohio  3,  Flor- 
ida, North  Carolina,  Vermont,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Wisconsin,  2  each;  one  each  from  South 
Dakota,  Tennessee,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Calif- 
ornia, Missouri,  Rhode  Island,  and  Georgia. 
30  boarding  boys  come  from  Massachusetts. 

Ireland,  Guatemala,  and  Germany  each 
have  one  student. 


At  the  first  Vespers  service  of  the  new  school 
year  on  Sunday,  September  2  7,  the  Reverend 
Arthur  Peabody,  rector  of  St.  Paul's  Episcopal 
Church  in  Newburyport,  spoke.  Mr.  Peabody 
talked  of  the  importance  of  having  beliefs  and 
the  even  greater  importance  of  directing  our 
beliefs  toward  the  best  things  in  life. 

Rev.  George  Cary  of  Bradford 
The  Reverend  George  E.  Cary,  minister  of 
the  First  Church  of  Christ,  Bradford,  was  the 
Vespers  speaker  on  October  2.  Taking  as  his 
subject  the  hymns  which  we  sing  at  Vespers, 
Mr.  Cary  discussed  the  significance  of  the  men 
who  wrote  them  and  the  part  these  hymns 
play  in  our  religious  life.

I  have  now  been  in  America  a  month,  and 
during  this  time  I  have  stayed  in  an  American 
family,  entering  into  its  life  and  seeing  much 
of  the  country,  and  I  have  also  mingled  with 
students  at  Governor  Dummer.  I  do  not  intend 
to  criticize  American  life — or  English,  for  that 
matter — but  to  lay 
the  two  alongside 
each  other  and  see 
how  they  compare. 

I  have  not  met 
many  young  chil- 
dren, but  as  far  as  I 
can  see  they  do  not 
differ  greatly  from 
those  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Atlantic. 

Perhaps  American 
children  are  more 
independent  and 
have  a  broader  out- 
look on  life.  The 
English  children  are 
confined  more  to 
their  houses  and  are 
under  much  stricter  supervision.  When  they 
go  to  school,  their  life  is  made  very  uniform, 
and  they  do  the  same  thing  every  day.  At  the 
end  of  school,  they  all  go  home  like  so  many 
rabbits  "to  play  with  their  pals",  as  they  call 
it.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  children  of 
both  nations  are  very  similar  as  they  have  not 
lived  long  enough  for  the  life  of  the  country 
to  have  any  marked  effect  on  them. 

College  students,  on  the  other  hand,  differ 
greatly — something  like  the  Chinaman  and 
the  Indian.  English  students  study  to  amass 
a  large  amount  of  knowledge  in  their  heads 
which  has  to  stay  there  but  is,  perhaps,  never 
used.  The  American  learns  a  little  of  every- 
thing and  applies  his  knowledge  after  he 
leaves  school  as  well  as  while  he  is  there.  In 
most  boys'  and  girls'  schools  in  England, 
everyone  has  to  dress  like  everyone  else,  in 
uniforms  of  sorts.  Rules  and  regulations  gov- 
ern their  lives,  and  their  masters  and  tutors 
are  regarded  in  most  cases  as  gods  who  are  to 
be  feared  and  looked  up  to.  A  college  student 
would  never  think  of  earning  his  wav  through 
college,  not  because  he  despises  work,  but  be- 
cause it  just  is  not  done. 

Life  is  much  more  rigid  and  straight  for- 
ward, and  few  acquire  a  broad  outlook  as  the 
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Americans  do.  The  students  of  America  en- 
ter more  into  everyday  life,  their  style  is  not 
cramped,  they  wear  what  they  like,  take  the 
courses  they  want  to,  and  in  general  live  a 
very  carefree  life.  Most  of  them  have  a  car  or 
use  the  family  crate,  whereas  the  English  stu- 
dent walks  or  has  a 
bicycle.  To  sum  it 
up,  colleges  and 
schools  in  this  coun- 
try offer  a  much 
more  open  and 
agreeable  life  than 
those  on  the  other 
side. 

The  dress  was 
another  thing  that 
struck  me — or  rath- 
er hit  me  in  the  eye 
— when  I  arrived 
here.  I  think  the 
clothing  is  typical  of 
the  people,  and  after 
a  few  weeks  it  looks 
perfectly  in  place. 
The  college  student  is  easy  going,  and  so  are 
his  clothes:  some  of  the  combinations  seen 
here  would  shock  any  English  mother. 

The  appearance  on  the  whole  is  rather  slop- 
py— boys'  socks  hang  down,  and  many  wear 
just  sweaters  and  trousers  made  up  of  a  mix- 
ture of  colors.  The  coat  never  seems  to  blend, 
even  with  the  leg  coverings.  The  English  stu- 
dent, on  the  other  hand,  is  generally  smartly 
dressed,  even  for  doing  rough  work,  and  he 
wears  either  a  suit,  or  a  blazer  and  grey  flan- 
nel trousers.  The  dress  again  is  typical  of  the 
people,  for  they  are  generally  a  neat  and 
methodical  crowd. 

I  have  never  been  a  great  connoisseur  of 
young  females'  clothes,  but  American  girls 
seem  to  be  much  smarter  in  their  dress  than 
the  girls  at  home.  The  American  dress  is  cer- 
tainly more  effective,  and  the  girls  appear 
much  older  than  thev  really  are,  which  is,  I 
suppose,  what  they  set  out  to  do. 

The  clothes  displayed  in  shop  windows  ap- 
pear to  be  double  the  price  of  those  at  home 
and  do  not  seem  to  be  made  of  anv  better 
material,  although  thev  seem  to  keeD  with 
the  fashion.  The  older  generation — that  is,  the 
grandmothers  and  the  uncles  and  the  aunts—

Playing  on  a  rain-swept,  muddy  field,  the 
school  football  team  won  decisively  over 
Thayer  Academy  by  a  27  to  0  score  at  South 
By  field  on  October  23.

dress  in  brighter  clothes  and  as  a  result  appear 
much  younger.  There  is  not  so  much  of  the 
black   which   is   the  grandmothers'   favourite 
colour  in  England. 

Americans  are  forever  rushing  about  the 
place  in  cars  as  if  their  lives  depended  on  get- 
ting somewhere  in  the  quickest  possible  way. 
Nobody  walks  and  takes  things  easily,  but 
leaps  in  a  car,  goes  round  the  corner  on  two 
wheels,  and  narrowly  misses  a  pedestrian  in 
his  hurry.  This  hustling  and  rushing  about 
things  is,  I  think,  the  chief  characteristic  of 
the  people,  and  it  alone  seems  to  contrast  them 
to  the  English.  The  latter  look  the  slowest 
moving  creatures  on  God's  earth,  and  yet  they 
always  manage  to  reach  their  destination  on 
time.  It  is  rarely  you  will  see  them  running 
for  trains  or  busses;  in  fact,  many  of  them 
prefer  to  miss  them,  and  the  idea  of  scorching 
to  business  in  a  car  is  extremely  upsetting  and 
distasteful  to  them. 

The  same  characteristics  are  found  in  the 


two  nation's  politics.  The  Americans  jump 
and  guess  at  a  thing  and  are  either  right  or 
wrong,  whereas  the  English  take  years  getting 
to  a  point,  but  when  they  finally  arrive  there, 
they  are  usually  right. 

Much  has  been  left  to  be  said  in  comparing 
these  two  great  nations,  but  I  have  tried  to 
take  those  things  which  stand  out  foremost 
and  attract  my  attention,  and  to  show  them 
side  by  side  so  that  those  who  do  not  know, 
or  have  not  lived  amongst,  both  people,  may 
study  the  comparisons.
